IN LOCAL TEACHERS 


Old House Being 


Torn Away Here 


Workmen are busy 
razing the 
house on the Boynton and Calkins

It was stated that the owners do 
not contemplate the erection of any 
other building on thlss ite In the 
immediate future. 


Desire for self-improvement is 
considered by many of the leading 
educators of today as one of 
the 
supreme tests of a good teacher— 
and If judged only on this basis, 
aside from the character of work 
which they do In the class room, 
the faculty of the Corsicana pub- 
lic schools would strike a high av- 
erage. 


According to figures compiled by 
Superintendent H. D. Fillers, out 
of a faculty of 106, ninety-three, or 
better than 90 per cent either trav- 
eled, an accepted means of Instruc- 
tion, or attended some institution 
of higher learning. 


Almost half; or 41 of the teachers 
began their education at home and 
traveled extensively 
in Texas, 
while 23 made tours outside of Tex- 
as, covering 21 states, and eight 
made European tours. The time 
spent by tho teachers covered 291 
weeks, or almost six years, and the 
cost of the tours amounted to $6,- 
263. 
, 


Among the foreign countries vis- 


ited were Canada, Mexico, England, 
France, Switzerland, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Scotland, Holland; states In- 
cluded in the travels were Texas, 
Illinois, New York, Missouri, Colo- 
rado, Louisiana, Wisconsin, Arkan- 
sas, Ohio, Michigan, Kansas, In- 
diana, California, New Mexico, 
Arizona, Oregon, Washington, Mis- 
sissippi, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, 
Oklahoma! New'Jersey and Florida 


From the list of states govered, 
the teachers in the Corsicana 
schools seem to have visited prac- 
tically every state in the union 
which holds particular significance 
to the average American citizen, 
and will aid the Instructors greatly 
in their building of citizenship. 


Those attending institutions' of 
learning during the summer num- 
bered 32 doing .actual resident 
work, .while four took extension 
work, the time 
spent in active 


study covering a total of 303 weeks 
or almost six vears: two-thirds of 
the number pursued under-grad- 
uate work while the remainder 
took graduate courses, three 
of 


them receiving degrees. * 
That Instruction was more cost- 


ly than travel 
was graphically 
proven by the statistics gathered,, 
which show that the tim« spent In 
schools was only about half that 
spent in travel, and yet the cost of 
the college work was but 20 pel- 
cent behind the cost of, travel. The 
thirty-six pursuing collegiate work 
spent a total of $5,163.34 for their 
knowledge. 


Thirteen schools In Texas 
had 
teachers, from Corsicana In 
at- 
tendance during the past summer, 
while others attended nine schools 
outside the state. Among the in-

The statistics resulting from the 


ouestionnalre sent to the teachers, 
pays high tribute to the faculty of 
the Corsicana schools: especially

many of the. teachers carried on 
their travel and study during the 
vacation months and supported 
themselves during the teaching 
months on pay covering only the 
three-fourths year period.

Evans, imperial wizard of the or- 
der, and other officials, had spent 
Klan funds in opposing the candi- 
dacy of Governor Alfred E. Smith 
of New York, democratic nominee 
for president, because of his re- 
ligion. 
It was alleged that the organi- 
zation had become insolvent, al- 
though it had collected $100,000,000 
from ite members which, the pe- 
tition said, v"was greatly In excess 
of the amount necessary to pay 
its lawful and necessary 
expen- 


ses." 


Violation of a Georgia law op- 


posing contributions by a corpora- 
tion, or its officers from corpor- 
ate funds of money to campaign 
expenses or for political purposes, 
in an elect! in or primary held in 
this«state, was charged.

ING STATION SOUTHEAST 


OF CITY 


Installation of n«w equipment at 
the Texas Company pump «t»t!on 
about two miles southeast of Cor- 
slcaria Is going forward rapidly but 


I. the re-vamplnit of the machinery 


•win not be completed for about 
two months, officials of the com- 
pany announced recently. 


Two large Diesel type engines 
are beta* erected and assembled 
to drive the pair of 18,000 .barrel 
pumps which will be used In mov- 
ing the oil from Gates to Corslca- 
na, and on to the 
next 
station 
south. The new machinery 
will 


almost double the present capacity 
of the plant 


At present, steam Is being used 
to drive the equipment, using gae 
or oil as fuel. When the new en- 
gines are Installed, oil will be used 
as fuel, making operation much 
more economical, It was pointed 
out 


In order to house the new en- 
gines and pumps It was necessary 
to build an extension of about 25 
feet on to the engine room, and this 
work Is being rapidly completed. 
The building Is being constricted 
of concrete.' tile and steel. 


Officials are undecided whether 
the steam equipment will be aban- 
doned when the new engines are 
Installed 
or whether 
It will be 


maintained for emergencies, 


The load of the local station will 
also be materially Increased when
